We therefore, with Advice of Our Privy Council, Ordain and Appoint, all the 
Sheriffs, Commiſihteb, Stewarts, Baillies of Royalties, Bailliaries and Regalities,toSign and Subſcribe the ſaid Certificat and Af- 

furance hereunto Subjoyned, in preſence of one of the Lords, or others of Our Privy Council, being within, or near ta 
their JuriſdiQion for the time, and failzying thereof, in preſence of one of the Commiſſioners of Our Current Parliamentg] 
who have Taken, or ſhall firſt take the ſame themſelves, or in preſence of a meeting of the Commiſſioners of Supply 

and all Magiſtrats of Burghs within their own Fenced Courts, and the Deputs, Clerks, and Clerk-Deputs, and Fiſcals of 
| the whole Courts above-named , and Juſtices of Peace, and all others in Truſt and Office , who by Law are obliged to 
take the Oath of Allegiance within this Kingdom, in preſence of any of the perſons above-named, or the Sheriffs, or 
their Deputs , and that betwixt and the days following, viz. Theſe on this fide of the Water of Tay, and Shire of For= 
far, betwixt and the twenty day of A»gu$7 current 3 and all be-north the ſamine, betwixt and the firſt day of Septemberg 
and theſe in Ork»ey and Zetland,betwixt and the twenty ninth day of Septexwber next to come and to Record the fame in their 
reſpeRive Books,” and to Tranſmit to the Clerks of Our Council, Extratts thereof under their Clerks hands, betwixt and 
the days following, iz. Theſe on this ſide of the Water of Tay, and Shire of Forfar, betwixt and the firſt of Seprewber 
next 3 and theſe be-north the ſame, except Orkway and Zetland, betwixt and the tenth day of September, and theſe in Ork-

And to the eff:& Our Pleaſure in the Premiſſes may be known , Our Will is herefore , and We 
Charge you ſtraitly and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs, and in Our Nameand Authority, by 
open Proclamation, make publication of the Premiſſes, at the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and at the whole Mercat.Croſſes of 
the Head-burgs of the Shires and Stewartries, and alſo at the Mercat-Crofles of the whole Burgbs-Royal, of the Bailliaries 
| and Regalities within this Kingdom, that none may pretend ignorance, And appoints the Sheriffs of the ſeveral Shires, 
| to cauſe Publiſh the Premitles, at all the Mercat-Crofles of the Burghs Royal, Bailliaries and Regalities And Ordaing
